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DR. MORGAN ASSAILS BOARD 
Blame Plane Crash Killing 10 On Engines' Failure 


ALL UPON AIRLINER 


NEAR CLEVELAND DIE 


Probe of Wreckage Shows 


Both Engines Died; Flames 


Kill Ten Aboard. 


CLEVELAND. (AP). W. A. Patterson, president of United 


Air Lines, said that the trim twin-motored airliner which dived 
into a suburban ravine Tuesday night, killing ten persons, 
suffered "simultaneous power failure of' both engines" just 
before the crash. 
Patterson said an investigation of the wreckage, eight miles 


from Cleveland where the plane was scheduled to land, showed 
that "neither of the two engines was in operation at the 
moment of the impact." 


'"It la pertinent," Patterson said,1 


"tkat In United's flying experience 
of many millions of miles with 
twintenglned airplanes which are 
capable of sustained flight with 
one of the itwo engines, this is the 
first' time the company has exper- 
ienced what appears to be simulr 
taneoua power failure of both 
engines. 
"Evidence furnished by an ex- 


perienced witness In the person of 
the airport control tower operator 
and others strongly Indicates that 
fire occurred after rather than be- 
fore the Impact." 


The two pilots, the stewardess 
and all seven passengers died as 
flames leaped at the wreckage of 
tn» ship, bound from Newark to 
Chicago via Cleveland.

Drive Comes Into Open to 


Control Spending by the

WASHINGTON. (UP). Admin- 


istration forces threatened a pres- 
idential veto to head off the at- 
tempt of an anti-new deal senate 
coalition to earmark every dollar 
in the $3,247,025,000 recovery bill. 


The 
earmarking drive, con- 


ducted under cover until the last 
minute, came into the open when 
Senators Copeland (d., N. Y.) and 
Bailey 
(d., N. C.) 
introduced 


amendments lo direct expenditure 
of the $865,000,000 budgeted for 
the public works administration. 


Senators 
Adams 
(d., 
Colo.), 


floor manager lor the bill, said 
that it might become a log rolling 
bill rather than one for relief and 
recovery if the amendment is 
adopted. 
Administration strategy switched 


overnight on another amendment, 
designed to prevent use of PWA 
funds for municipal power plants 
that would be in competition with 
existing private utilities. 


Majority Leader Barkley said 
that he would seek to strike the 
amendment from the bill. Unless 
that move falls he will not offer 
his compromise plan to permit the 
PWA to make grants and loaps 
for power projects if the munici- 
pality involved has made a "fair 
offer" to buy the private utility 
and has been refused. 
Barkley told of the change in 
plans after Senator Morris opposed 
his compromise and predicted that 
the senate would throw out the 
anti-competition amendment on a 
roll call vote. Most senate leaders 
privately agreed with Norris. 
Senator Wheeler in a bitter sen- 
ate attack on Works Progress Ad- 
ministrator Hopkins for "butting 
into" primary contests, threw his 
support behind a drive to ear- 
mark the lunds. Hopkins asserted

P. J. Kohlenberg, 80, Victim at North 14th 


Crossing, No Inquest Planned. 


County Attorney Towle announced Wed- 


nesday there will he no inquest into the death 
of P. J. Wohlenberp, 80 year old deputy county 
assessor who was killed instantly late Tuesday 
afternoon when a westbound Burlington pas- 
senger train struck and demolished his car at 
the North 14th st. crossing.

Crew of the 
train were J. E. Sheppard of Cres- 
ton, la., engineer; R. L. Shaulis of 
Hastings, conductor, and Charles 
Erickson of Creston, la., fireman. 


Wohlenberg's car was

Wohlenberg was thrown clear of 
the wreckage and apparently died 
of severe head injuries,

COLLUSION CHARGED 


IN TVA DIRECTORATE 


Ousted Chairman Says Com- 


mission Failed to Meet 


a Public Trust. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Dr. Arthur E. Morgan charged be- 


fore a joint congressional committee that there has been "col- 
lusion, conspiracy and mismanagement" in administration of 
the Tennessee Valley authority and that it has been made 
subservient to "political and other special interests." 


The TVA directors, removed byr 
President Roosevelt when he failed 
to amplify charges against his co- 
directors, Harcourt A. Morgan and 
David Lilienthal, opened with 
series of charges covering what he 
described as the failure of TVA 
management to meet a public 
trust. Dr. Morgan charged: 
1. Inaccurate and mis represent- 
ative reports to the president, the 
congress and the public. 
2. Mismanagement of the power 
program. 
3. Lack of candor in statements 


to the congress and the public con- 
cerning1 the power program. 


4. Improper and misleading ac- 
counting, reporting and publicity 
in reference to the "yardstick." 
5. Collusion, conspiracy and mis- 


management in administration. 


6. Subservience to political and 
other special interests. 
Dr. Morgan charged that the 


TVA board favored large 'indus- 
tries in contracts for sale of public 
power, failing to protect the rights 
of the public or the authority. 


Altho charging Lilienthal and 
H. A. Morgan of "misrepresenta- 
tion" and "politics," he absolved 
them explicitly of any graft. 
H. A. Morgan and Lilienthal are 


expected to place their side of the 
story before the committee Thurs- 
day. 


Sought to Correct. 


"I requested an investigation of 
the authority by a committee of 
the congress," he said. "This re- 
quest was made only because there 
seemed no other wa^r to effect a* 
correction of conditions which are 
bringing about misdirection of its 
activities, and are impairing its 
usefulness and its benefits to the 
people of the country; 
"I want you to know that I 


stand for the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 


"Yardstick Policy False." 


Dr. Morgan charged the famous 
power "yardstick" policy was false 
and misleading. 
Dr. Morgan declared that pub- 


licity issued by TVA concerning 
bte "yardstick" it was setting up 
by which private power rates could 
be judged waa basically unsound 
and designed to conceal a "hap- 
hazard and wasteful" distribution 
system. 
Dr. Morgan charged that Lilien- 


thal's efforts to invade the service 
territory of private utility con- 
cerns in the 
TVA region pre- 


vented or delayed establishment of 
any sound "yardstick" and might 
involve "such great waste" as to 
distort the comparative position of 
TVA power rates.

NEW YORK.—First public re- 
Action to the Borah-O'Mahoney bill 
now pending in the senate, which 
is widely regarded as one of the 
tnoit far-reaching legislative pro- 
posals in recent times, is shown by 
* survey just completed by the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion.The measure, which would re- 
quire corporations doing interstate 
business to take out, licenses with 
the federal government, may be a 
center of controversy for some 
time to come. At present, before 
the fight has started in earnest, 
the licensing proposal is favored 
by & sizable majority of voters. 
The institute asked a cross sec- 
tion of the population in all sec- 
tions: "Do you think all companies 
doing., business in more than one 
state should be required to get a 
license from the federal govern- 
nent?"

Called Sign of Times. 


Many observers think the Borah- 
O'Mahoney measure marks the be- 
ginning of a long fight for greater 
corporate regulation. Walter Llpp- 
inann. for example, recently called 
the measure "a most important 
•ign of the times," adding: "We 
may be certain that one of the 
principal ways in which liberal 
governments will in the future 
regulate private enterprise is by 
defining more carefully the duties 
as well as the rights of chartered 
corporations." 


Farmers Strongly in Favor. 


The purpose of the institute sur- 
gery was to find out what sections 
of the public are for the licensing 
proposal and what sections are op- 
posed at the present time. Senti- 
ment may change as the bill re- 
ceives wider publicity and discus- 
sion.

PREPARING THE SOIL. 


The Gallup poll indicating that 


at least three-fourths of those vot- 
ers who have been the iccipients 
of government bounty in the form 
of grants, subsidies, federal jobs 
o£ all kinds and outright gifts of 
money, voted for Roosevelt 
in 


1936, substantiates a belief gener- 
ally held. Nowhere is faith in'the 
doctrine that wide expenditure of 
government funds is the sure 
guarantee of success at the polls 
more widely held than in Wash- 
ington, and the real reason behind 
the generosity of president and 
congress in appropriating billions 
that the government 
docs not 


have, is the ambition and desire to 
capture the coming election. 


In the old days when it was 


shown that elections had been 
purchased by the liberal expendi- 
ture of private funds public indig- 
nation rose to the point of dis- 
possessing the party in power, and 
old timers will recall that several 
campaigns were won on the slogan 
of, "turn the rascals out." 
While 


a^great deal of public indignation 
jft shown because of the use of 
pjublic money by public officials 
in controlling elections, the re- 
sults of several primaries so far 
held do not indicate that it is as 
deep-seated or as extensive as one 
would think or wish to believe. 


Where soil is thus prepared the 


transformation, into a fascist re- 
gime is made easier. It is a truism 
of economic and political history 
dating as far back as the Roman 
empire when the rulers were able 
to seize and retain power by 
promising Vnci sometimes -giving 
the people' "bread and circuses" 
that no dictator can seize control 
of a nation in times of prosperity. 
The irony of the situation in this 
country is that those in power, 
while professing a firm deter- 
mination to prevent fascism from 
gaining any powerful foothold in 
this country, are refusing to per- 
mit natural forces that in previous 
depressions have restored pros- 
perity to operate to save the na- 
tion from fascism and its accom- 
panying dictatorship. 
To accuse 


democracy of being impotent in 
the 
supplying of a minimum 


security for its people while tying 
its hands so that it cannot func- 
tion along those lines is an impu- 
dent interference, but the admin- 
istration says that the people aie 
with it. 


COURT BROADCASTS. 


There has been much dispute 


Of late, especially In legal- circles, 
' concerning: the propriety of broad- 
casting trials. Many feel that there 
i9 injustice in the procedure since 
it tends to encourage histrionics 
on the part of all who participate. 
While the situation in relation to 
the broadcasting of Chicago traffic 
court cases does not offer a com- 
plete solution to the problem, it 
does give some indication of what 
happens when trials go on the air. 


A study has been made of cases 


In traffic court and the broad- 
casts in connection with 
these 


cases, broadcasts presumably de- 
aigtied to promote and encourage 
•afety. It was found that in cases 
where the trials were" not broad- 
cast, 65,6 percent of the 
cases 


ended in conviction. But among 
those broadcast, 90.6 percent ended 
In conviction. The average fine in 
non-broadcast . cases ^was 
$3.88 


while in broadcast trials it was 
$8.S2. In A similar study in safety 
court, non-broadcast trials ended 
In 31.8 percent convictions 
and 


broadcast trials in 87.5 
percent 


convictions.

broad acres are sown to wheat this 
year is inteiested in wheat acreage 
reduction now; and next year is 
too far away. With the prospects 
of a crop good anri the price still 
favorable, and reports from many 
foreign 
sections 
reporting 
crop 


shortages, the farmer looks out 
over lush green 
fields 
and con- 


gratulates himself. The rains have 
been plentiful, the sowing lias been 
above average on the plains, and 
barring a Jew insect pests and un- 
believably adverse weather, the 
crop should be good 


If the market should hold favor- 


able, even below the present level, 
the temptation to again sow wheat 
without regard for crop restriction 
will be great next fall. 


In southwestern Kansas, and to 


some extent all over that state, 
there is no inclination to talk acre- 
age reduction. The wheat ranchers 
of this area find wheat their best 
bet year 
have had 
They are r^ady for yea:s of plenti- 
ful crops, no matter what the price 
may be. 


Their opinion, and it is generally 


held in the wheat areas of Kan- 
sas, and to some extent in Ne- 
braska, is that wheat acreage 
should be reduced by farmers who 
find wheat a more hazardous crop, 
farmers whose production costs 
are high and who can well turn 
their acres to other salable and 
forage crops without great sacri- 
fice. These particular farmers find 
that when they attempt substi- 
tutes too often they take an al- 
most complete loss. 


The attitude of these farmers is 


improperly termed a revolt. They 
are not revolting. They do not wish 
to revolt. But they do feel that 
they have a right to live. In order 
to live they feel that their oppor- 
tunity lies In growing wheat. 


f the g-overnment should offer 


sufficiently high pay for acreage 
reduction and should refrain from 
imposing too drastic restrictions 
they might be interested in some 
reduction plan. But the present 
scheme being what it Is and the 
crop prospects what they are, the

event admission charges the court 
failed to distinguish between pub- 
lic agencies and private organiza- 
tions when it came to taxing ad- 
missions.

Signor Arturo Toscanini con- 


ducted the first concerts of tho 
Palestine Symphony orchestra a 
Christmas, 1930, and took Pal- 
estine to his heart, while all Jew- 
ish Palestine took him to its heart, 
reports the Manchester Guardian. 
He promised them to return in 
1937, and meant to keep his prom- 
ise last winter. But the disturbed 
state of the country made tho 
authorities apprehensive for his 
safety, especially as he was asso- 
ciated in the Arab mind with the 
Jewish renaissance, and his visit 
was postponed. He kept his prom- 
ise, however, this Easter, when he 
conducted the orchestra in a series 
of concerts at Jerusalem, Tel- 
Aviv and Haifa. 
In each place he 


gave at least three concerts and 
two programs, repeating one of 
the programs for the workmen, 
who are at once the privileged 
class and the most enthusiastic 
music lovers. 
His return after the 
prolonged period of stress and 
travail has the same heartening

the three towns. 
There is talk 
that Palestine, in the days to 
come, may take the place of Salz- 
burg- -to which Toscanini will no 
longer go—«s a musical Mecca on 
this side of the Atlantic. 
The 


open 
air 
amphitheater of 
the 
Hebrew university of Jerusalem, 
which has an incomparable view 
over the Jordan valley and tho 
hills of Moab. would make an 
ideal setting for concerts. 
The 
Palestine S y m p h o n y orchestra 
should by next year be an instru- 
ment equal to any in Europe. 
Lastly, Palestine offers an audi- 
ence of musicians which is as rapt 
and as reverent as any which 
Toscanini could find. 


The 
community, 
in spite of 
struggle and strife, is full of cre- 
ative energy, and music is both 
the art and the joy of the people. 
The concerts of Toscanini play a 
part in the Jewish national life 
like that which the tragedies of 
Dionysus played in the life of the 
Athenians.

DAVID LAWR£XC£. 


There is a larger question in- 
volved. It is whether New York 
state could ban all liquor from 
Europe and insist thatx its citizens 
buy only the home made products. 
On its face, it would seem that 
this directly conflicts 
with 
an 
article in the constitution which 
says that no state may levy a tax 
or impoi-t duty, or put up any 
barrier 
against importation of 
joods. This is true with respect 
lo all articles of commerce except 
liquor, which now, being covered 
by the 21st amendment, is appar- 
ently, in the judgment of the su- 
preme court, to be treated wholly 
by the 21st amendment. ' 
In other words, it would seem 
that an amendment covering im- 
portation of a particular 
article 


of commerce, specifically named 


a 
constitutional amendment, 


supersedes all other parts of the 
constitution relation to commerce 
or business. 
Justice Brandeis, in 


delivering the opinion of the su- 
preme court this week upholding a 
Minnesota law, which barred im- 
portations from other states under 
certain conditions, said: 
, 


"Joseph Triner corporation in- 
sists that the statute is unconstitu- 
tional because it permits unreason- 
able discrimination between im- 
ported brands. That, the registered 
brands of other foreign manufac- 
turers may be imported while its 
unregistered brands may not be, 
altho 'identical in kind, ingredient, 
and quality.' 
We are asked to 
limit the power conferred by the 
amendment (21st) so that only 
those importations may be forbid- 
den which, in the opinion of the 
court, violate a reasonable regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic. To do so 
would, as stated in the Young's 
market case, 'involve not a con- 
struction of the amendment but a 
rewriting of it' " 


What Mr. Brandeis referred to 
as the "Young's market case" was 
a decision of the supreme court 
of the "United States a year ago 
upholding a California law which 
discriminated as between products 
made inside and outside the state, 
a law which has since been re- 
pealed. 
The principle enunciated 


In the California case wiped out 
not only the commei-ce clause, but 
the 
socalled 
equal 
protection 


clause, known as the 14th amend- 
ment. It fcad been believed, how- 
ever, that, when the supreme court 
got a clearer case of discrimina- 
tion, it might amplify or even re- 
verse the Young's market 
case. 


Reiteration of the principle now 
must mean that, so far as con- 
stitutional law is concerned, the 
2lst amendment is paramount and 
that no other parts of the qonatitu- 
tion relating to commerce any 
longer have validity. Each of the 
48 states, therefore, can do as it 
pleases about the liquor 'traffic 
within its own state as well as 
with respect to importations from 
the outside, including from other 
dates and doubtless from other 
countries. 
A state can stop 
all 


>ales, taking unto itself a monop- 
oly of the liquor business, or a 
state can say that only certain 
favored brands may enter and thus 
exact a privilege fee from one set 
of manufacturers as against an- 
other, causing one company to bid 
against another for the selling 
privileges, or a state may bar for- 
eign products altogether, or allow 
the products of Canada to enter 
and not those of France, as the 
state may wish. 


Could a state impose a duty or 


some other form of revenue get 
ting machinery and would a state 
then run afoul of the clause in 
the constitution which says that 
no state can levy duties against 
foreign products ? Clearly, no state 
can clo this on any other article 
of commerce, but there will be 
many who will now assert that a 
state can even levy duties on for- 
eign 
liquors because the 21st 


amendment gives sole power to a 
state to make any laws it pleases 
and then to bar any importation 
which conflicts with those stat 
laws. If the equal protection clause 
and the commerce clause can be 
wiped out by the 21st amendment, 
so can the clause giving congress 
power to regulate imports be cur- 
tailed so far as liquor is concerned. 


Some day either the 2lst amend- 
ment will have to be rewritten to 
allow regulations of commerce that 
apply to other businesses to include 
liquor, or else the various states 
will intensify the process, already 
begun, of refusing" to allow thru 
their borders the liquor products of 
states discriminating against their 
own brands.

Repression and High Tension. 
The function of nerves is to con- 


duct messages or impulses. The 
nerves do not wear out from per- 
forming their function, nor be- 
come exhausted nor expend ap- 
preciable energy any more than 
do the wires that conduct mes- 
sages when one telephones or tele- 
graphs. 


When people speak of "high 
strung" nerves or for the "high 
tension" of business, professional 
and social life, they imagine it is 
a matter of nerve energy, but of 
course there is no such energy. 
The only energy concerned is phy- 
sical, caloric, muscular energy; in- 
deed that is the only energy recog- 
nized by physiology. 
The high 


tension is not the nerves, but in 
the arteries. 
The harm done by 
the strain of such business, pro- 
fessional and social life is to the 
heart and arteries, not to 
the 


nerves. 
The conventions and amenities 


of business, professional and so- 
cial life render it necessary for 
one to restrain or repress natural 
impulses. Naturally one would re- 
act to the impulse or emotion by 
fighting, playing or running away, 
but such action, or indeod any ex- 
ercise or normal expression of 
emotion is impolite, frowned upon 
or unconventional, a confession of 
low breeding. So one must repress 
all emotional impulses as much as 
possible. Yet no amount of breed- 
ing, culture or practice can change 
the physiological reactions of the 
circulation. So, while one sits there 
pretending to be unperturbed, one's 
heart and arteries must stand the 
brunt of the shock—for the blood 
pressure goes up and the heart 
beats 
faster 
and more forcibly 


even if one succeeds in remaining 
quiet and betraying no excitement. 
Isn't the relative degree of breed- 
ing1 measured by the ability of the 
individual to conceal his emotions? 
Isn't it "lowbrow" or vulgar to 
show any excitement under provo- 
cation ? 


The layman harbors some quaint 


notions about the nerve-restora- 
tive value of complete relaxation 
Such things are a million years 
ahead of the times. 
In the pres- 


ent stage of evolution man, irre- 
spective of his culture and breed- 
ing, is still an animal. It is as rea- 
sonable 
to try to control 
your 
heartbeat or your breathing: rate 
as it is to try to control your 
autonomic nervous or emotional 
reactions. 


The very best any human being 
can do in that way is to sublimate 
the impulse to bounce one off an 
adversary's chin into a run, or may 
be just a brisk walk around the 
block. In other words, try to ab- 
sorb the sudden surge of energy 
by some unobjectionable or if pos- 
sible some actually beneficial ac- 
tion. 
Ceaseless -rocking", tapping 


the arm of the chair or even par- 
ing the floor under some emo- 
tional stress is hardly adequate to 
absorb the energy mobilized by the 
emotion; one must engage in some 
real muscular work, play or exer- 
cise comparable in degree with the 
effort one would put forth in phy- 
sical, combat or flight were it not 
for civilized repression,

Says Fourteenth Amendment 
is 


Giant Octopus Which Has Bled 
Western People. 
LINCOLN.—I noted Mr. Ley da's 


article and was 
agreeably sur- 


prised on reading it. I had been 
of the opinion there was not a 
lawyer in Nebraska who 
knew 
anything about the constitution, 
and still less of the 14th amend- 
ment. Except as that instrument 
bears relation to big business and 
not the humble individual. 
The author of the 14th amend- 
ment was that homely, aged and 
ill educated man, Mr. Thaddeus 
Stevens of Pennsylvania, the radi- 
cal 
republican 
reconstructionist, 


who upon the death of Lincoln, 
became and for two 
yeai's 
re- 


mained the virtual dictator of the 
United States. The real purpose 
of the amendment was to subtndi- 
nate I he rights of the southern 
states to the powers of congiess. 
Seeming the Negro against dis- 
crimination was simply the bait to 
put the amendment over. 


The amendment was ratified ana 


becanae legally effective on July 
28, 1868. From that time and until 
3.885 the supreme court annulled 
the instrument by ignoring it. In 
the famous slaughterhouse 
case 


which was the first to come before 
the court under the amendment, 
the court found for the state. Jus- 
tice Miler said of it: "We doubt 
very much if any action of a state 
not directed by way of discrimi- 
nation of the Negro as a class, or 
on account of their race, will ever 
be held to come within the pur- 
view 
of 
this 
provision." 
The 


learned judge was in error. Prom 
1885 to 1918 the supreme court In- 
voked it 790 times for the benefit 
of big business. 


The 14th amendment is the 
giant octopus, trained by big busi- 
ness to bleed us western people 
white, as it has done aince 1880. 
Is it any wonder we always remain 
poor? I admire the courageous in- 
trepidity of Justice Black in swat- 
ing this slimy bloodsucker as he 
rightly did and say in conclusion. 
More power to him. 


As to those who assail him. Let 
us remember, when they bound 
Prometheus to the rock and left 
him there to die, it was a buz- 
zard that picked out his liver, not 
an eagle.

CORN PUNTING IS DELAYED 


In Iowa Only 57 Percent of 


Acreage Sown. 


WASHINGTON. <&). The weather 


bureau reported that frequent rains 
In the midwest during1 the last 
week caused more delay in plant- 
ing the new corn crop. In Iowa, 
the leading corn producing state, 
only 57 percent of the crop has 
been planted, the bureau said, add- 
ing that 18 percent of that planted 
was below normal in condition and 
six days late. 
"Frequent rains delayed field 


work and there has been a consid- 
erable acreage lost in early planted 
areas because of erosion, silt cov- 
ering and rotting «eed," the bu- 
reau said. Seeding was said to be 
75 percent completed in Illinois and 
Missouri, and 50 percent in Indiana 
and -North Dakota. Planting in 
Minnesota was said to be "very 
backward." The bureau said the 
weather was fairly favorable In the 
eastern cotton belt but too wet in 
north-central 
and 
northwestern

Vandemoer stated orally tbat he 
accepted a share of 'the responsi- 
bility for the spoilage for the 
surplus commodities division of 
this state because it was up to the 
corporation to see that proper 
steps were taken. 
He also thought possible the di- 


vision had erred in accepting so 
many potatoes at a time of the 
year when they are highly perish- 
able.

It is Important to remember that 


& w6un6 or a contusion may permit 
tlM entrance of dangerous germs. 
For this reason the damaged tis- 
•ues should be thoroughly cleansed 
*lth warm water and soap. Fol- 
lowing this procedure an antisep- 
tic should be applied and a clean 
bandage placed over the wound. 
Tour efforts should not stop at 
this point. What has been done wo 
far IS no more than ftrat aid. Fur- 
ther treatment should be given by 
your doctor. Medical attention is 
absolutely essential if the pain con- 
tinue* and the swelling Increases. 


Btovdlng Is Common 


Bleeding is a common home 


emergency. It may occur as a re- 
lult of a fall, a blow or a single 
cut. The bleeding may be so pro- 
fuse as actually to be dangerous. 


To control such bleeding, a con- 
stricting bandage or a home-made 
"tourniquet" should be applied. A 
handkerchief knotted around the 
liln'b, or a necktie, piece of rope 
•r a belt tied about it, can be tight- 
ened by slipping a stick under and 
twisting it. This device should be 
placed just above the level of the 
wound. 


It Is dangerous to allow the tour- 
niquet to remain in place for any 
prolonged length of time. If there 
Is any delay In the arrival of the 
doctor, the tourniquet should be 
lomsned occasionally and then re- 
applied. 


Accidental poisoning is another 
•omman home calamity. It fre- 
quently occurs In children who mis- 
take dangerous drugs tor candy, 
ftueh drugs should be carefully 
labeled and placed 
beyond the 


reach ft children. 


Severe burns as well as Internal 


poisoning caused by the accidental 
use of lye and other caustic solu- 
.tions are common home accidents. 
The** chemicals should always be 
kept in a separate container apart 
from other

When poisoning occurs ana if the 
antidote is not known, a doctor 
should be called without the slight- 
cat deJay. Until he arrives, encour- 
age the victim to drink large 
amounts of water. If you know 
the antidote, administer it at once.

WASHINGTON. </P). An over- 


powering 
coalition, 
consisting 


largely of northern democrats and 
republicans, pushed the wage-hour 
bill thru the house of 
represent- 


atives Tuesday night by a vote of 
314 to 97. 


Many southern democrats fought 


to the last, but without success, to 
force adoption of amendments giv- 
ing- the south lower wage min.ma 
than the north, 


The measure, as it passed, 
ap- 


plies the same standards in 
all 


sections of 
interstate 
industry, 


with few exceptions. It calls for a 
minimum wage starting at 25 centa 
an hour the first year, and increas- 
ing 5 cents each year until it at- 
tains 40 cents. It 
provides 
for 


maximum weekly hours dropping; 
from 44 the first year to 40 after 
the second. 


Few amendments penetrated the 


defense thrown about the bill by its 
supporters. 
In the late hours of 


the debate, however, amendments 
were approyed exempting the fish- 
ing industry, newspapers of less 
than 3,000 circulation 
and 
child 


movie actors from the application 
of the measure. The last amend- 
ment, dubbed the "Shirley Temple 
clause," was proposed by Repre- 
oentative Kramer (d., Calif.). 


Fight Fac From Ended. 


Earlier a committee amendment 


exempting the businesses of pr«c~

food product 
was 
accepted, to- 


gether with an amendment by Rep-

OMAHA—Workmen began re- 


moving1 about 3,000 sacks of pota- 
toes belonging to the-Surplus Com- 
modity 
corporation 
that h a v e 


spoiled in storage in a cave near 
the Douglas county hospital. The 
potatoes were 
stored 
originally 


with ^he intention they should go 
to needy persons in Omaha. 


Robert Ferguson, inspector for 


the U. S. department of agricul- 
ture, said the potatoes had been 
stored 
too' long and stored im- 


properly, no allowance being made 
for 
ventilation. 
Officials 
esti- 


mated the value of the potatoes at 
between $4,500 and 55,000. 
The''first load of spoiled spuds 


was offered to hogs on a farm near 
Omaha, but the hogs refused to eat 
them. The load was then dumped 
in 
a 
nearby creek. Other loads 


were also being clumped. 
E. F. Magaret, Douglas county 


relief director, said that he had 
been begging for potatoes far dis- 
tribution among his relief clients, 
but that due to some federal regu- 
lation 
the 
surplus 
commodity 


agency was unable to turn them 
over to his agency, 
Mr. Ferguson, who made an in- 


spection, charged that the pota- 
toes had spoiled "thru grossest 
negligence." He said he had taken 
a temperature reading in the cave 
and found 
it 
to be 93 degrees 


Fahrenheit. He said they should 
have been kept 
just above 
the 


freezing point. 
Harry Elmore, regional surplus 


commodity director 
at Lincoln, 


said the spoilage was 
due to the 


fact that the back part of the cel- 
lar caved in and permitted water 
and some of the manure covering 
to get into the cave and spoil the 
potatoes, 
, 


Mr. Elmore said that a commod- 


ity clerk made a weekly check of 
the condition of the potatoes. 


Mr. Ferguson said he' found no 


evidence of any substantial amount 
of water leakage in the cave. He 
charged the potatoes were "just 
bacteria rotted." 


Workmen at the county hospital 


steam plant, half a block away, 
first noticed steam coming from 
the cave a month ago. They in- 
•estigaLed for possible fire. A week 
ago, they said, the rotten potatoes 
started oozing out from under the 
cave door.

Mr. Elmore 
said 
the hospital 


cave 
was 
considered 
the best 


among three places 
offered for 


storage_for 27 cars of potatoes al- 
lotted to Omaha last winter. There 
will be no more potatoes avail- 
able, he said, until the new crop 
surplus is received. 


He claimed that last week pota- 


toes were taken from the cave in 


d condition and distributed to 


the needy, as late as a week ago. 
He said that regulations did not 
permit the commodity corporation 
to distribute potatoes to anyone 
not properly 
certified, 
but that 


every eligible person had been ic- 
ceiving potatoes.

Judge Chappell Takes Matter 


Under Advisement and 


Briefs Are Filed. 


After a full day of argument the 


case of Franz Radke, former coun- 
sel for receiverships of the state 
banking department on a petition 
in error challenging the right of 
the special session of the legisla 
ture of 1935 to find him guilty of 
contempt, was submitted to Dis- 
trict Judge Chappell Tuesday aft- 
ernoon 


Radke was found guilty of con- 


tempt on Nov. 22, 1935, by the leg- 
islature for having filed a suit 
in district court for $50,000 dam- 
ages alleging libel 
against nine 


members of the banking committee 
of the legislature while the legis- 
lature 
was in 
session. 
It was 


claimed that Radke did this to in- 
fluence the legislature and that he 
was guilty of contempt. 


Attorney George Craven Tues- 


day afternoon contended that the 
report filed by the committee criti- 
cizing Radke and 
recommending 


his dismissal as counsel, had noth- 
ing to do with 
any 
legislation 


pending in the session. He said the 
attack on Radke in the report was 
outside the scope of the legislature. 
He claimed the report was not 
privileged because it was neces- 
sary in the performance of duty. 
He contended tt was not what the 
legislature was ordered to do in its 
investigation. 


He also 
contended that there 


could be no legislation on the mat- 
ter of changing the bantting laws 
because this was not covered in the 
call of the governor for the special 
session. He said that all the juris- 
diction the le<ris: 
-e session had 


was to 
receive the renm-t nf the 


committee and not to pass any leg- 
islation upon its recommendations. 


Any attempted additional bank- 
ing legislation 
was 
outside 
its 


scope. He said the legislative com- 
mittee was to make recommenda- 
tions for legislation and not to 
make a personal attack and recom- 
mend 
dismissal 
o Radke 
with 


which it had nothing- to do. 


Herman Ginsburg, attorney for 


the defense contended that the leg- 
islature acted within -its scope in 
making the report. He claimed the 
leffislatuve privilege was in effect 
to protect the legislature against 
alleged libel, and 
it was 
acting 


within its scope.
